Te salary of 
the chairman is to be designated by the 
federal board and paid by the reserve 
bank. Salaries of the directors are to 
be determined by the directors subject 
to the approval of the federal board and 
they are to receive remuneration for ad- 
ditional] necessary expenses. 


Capital Stock Shares $100 

The first meeting of the directors of 
the reserve bank will elect one from 
each class to serve a term of three years, 
one for two years and for one year, the 
terms thereafter to be for three years. 
The capital stock of the bank is to be in 
shares of $100 and the stockholders are 
to be entitled to annual dividends of 


6 per cent after expenses have been paid, 
the balance of net earnings to go to the 
United States as a franchise tax, except 


that one half of same is to be paid into 
a surplus fund until it reaches 40 per 
cent of the paid-in capital stock of the 
bank, 

The nét earnings derived by the 
United States are to be used to supple- 
ment the gold reserve against outstand- 
ing United States notes or for the re- 
duction of the outstanding bonded in- 
debtedness of this country. The reserve 


‘banks are to be exempt from federal, 


state and local taxation in relation to 
capital stock, surplus and the income 
derived therefrom, but not as regards 
real estate.

Then add a ciipful or two of green peas. 
The Brussels sprouts should marinate 
for several hours in French dressing, the 
smallest sprout being best for the salad. 
The chopped mixture should be scattered 
between the Brussels sprouts some time 
before serving so that they may absorb 
the flavoring of the ingredients. Decorate 
with designs cut out of beets and serve 
with mayonnaise. 

GRAPEFRUIT AND OYSTER SALAD 

Cut grapefruit sections into convenient 
sizes. Take an equal part of either raw 
or parboiled oysters or clams, the smaller 
ones being best for this salad. Line grape- 
fruit shells with lettuce, filling up with 
alternating layers of the fruit pulp and 
oysters or clams. Each layer of the shell- 
fish should be covered with catsup dress- 
ing. Rub the inside of each fruit shell 
with clove or garlic before lining with 
the lettuce leaves.—Delineator.

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JOHN BARRETT MAKES PLEA 
FOR PAN-AMERICAN POLICY 


Monroe Doctrine All Right as a Principle, but Interpreta- 
tion of It Is Not Acceptable to Majority of Countries 
Affected, Declares Director of Union in Speech 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa.—Call the Mon- 
roe policy the “Pan-American policy” 
and make it plain the United States is 
not trying to dictate to a group of na- 
tions to the south, was the plea extended 
by John Barrett, director’, of the Pan- 
American Union, before the American 
Academy of Political and Social Science 


here today. 

“It is not the Monroe doctrine itself 
as a principle, but the- interpretation 
thereof that is not acceptable to the 
majority of Latin-American countries 
and statesmen,” he said. 

“The Pan-American. policy would 
adopt, absorb and enlarge the Monroe 
doctrine as an original policy of the 
United States into a greater and ‘All- 
American’ policy, where each nation 
would have the same rights of attitude, 
the same dignity of position and the 
same sense of independence as the United 
States now has. By eliminating the at- 
titude of absolute dictation and central- 
ized power a long step will be taken 
toward a new era of Pan-American com- 
ity and confidence.” 

Rear Admiral Colby M. Chester, 
United States navy, discussed’ the 
present status of the Monroe doctrine, 


summarizing his remarks in the epigram, | 


“It is better to make friends than to 
build guns.” He said in part: 

“Let us form not an alliance but a 
‘concert of action’ in South America after 
the principles of the Monroe doctrine 
similar to that established. in Europe 
for the support of the doctrine. known 
there as ‘the balance of power,’ which 
will show that all the states interested 
hold the same opinion regarding this 
doctrine. The moral effect of such an 
entente will be sufficient to stay the 
hand of any European nation which 
may seek political annexation of any 
American territory.” 

Leopold Graham of New York spoke 
on “The Latin View of the Monroe Doc- 
trine.” He declared that the statesmen 
of the various South American countries 
favor the Monroe doctrine in so far as it 
would limit political aggression by any 
European power, but were absolutely 
opposed to any interpretation of it which 
would give the United States power to 
interfere in their interior affairs. ‘The 
sane view of the Monroe doctrine,” he 
said, “is that its provisions should be en- 
forced only against those who would 
seek to violate them and not against 
those in whose interests they were 
framed.”

The direct influence of a well-known wo- 
man on her neighbors is the simple and 
normal means both sides employ, the 
“natural method” of propaganda. 

It remains, then, only to persuade the 
electorate either that woman believes 
that she can fulfil her civie duty better 
with the vote, or that she believes she 
can do better without it. If the women 
of the state decide that they are ready 
to undertake their share of civic respon- 
‘sibility and that they can work best by 
the vote, perhaps there will be few 
fathers and husbands and brothers and 
sons who will have anything else to say 
than “Take it, and God be with you!”

The new age has taught roan 
communities the limitations and losses of Hosts 
parochialism. They see now as never before 

that much of their ongoing life is common and 
in its characteristics—common, that is, in the 

sense of being universal. As with persons Guests 
so with collective bodies of men, the truth 
is dawning that each unit, however small or 
large, is interrelated with the others. Once this is seen and admitted, 
there comes an opportunity for such state and national groupings 
of chambers of commerce as have come to pass within a decade, 
whereas formerly each city tended to a state of local isolation more 
or less proudly and-complacently maintained.. 

To illustrate the change it is only necessary to cite the large 
representation of mayors of New England cities present at the 
recent dinner of the Massachusetts real estate exchange, held i 
Boston, or to call attention to the conference on town and city 
development to be held in Boston on Saturday, to which the 
mayors and selectmen of every city and town in the commonwealth 
have been invited by Governor Walsh. To date several hundred 
acceptances have been received, and the assembly bids fair to be 
the largest of the kind ever held in the state. It also promises to 
be one of the most useful; for while experts of eminence are to 
be speakers, ample provision has been made for conference and 
debate by delegates. Practical experience in meeting actual condi- 
tions in Massachusetts at the present time will be rated higher than 
fine doctrinaire words about civic idealism. For Governor Walsh, 
who stands sponsor for the conference, is insistent that he as well 
as the delegates shall get some light on ways and means of securing 
new industries, extending trade territory, establishing city efficiency 
bureaus, carrying on industrial “surveys,” and adapting educational 
methods to current demands of educators, employers of labor and 
parents.

Nor will the profits for these Minnesota inland ports be wholly 
on outgoing business. ‘The products of the South, especially sugar, 
and of fuel-producing states like Illinois will find their way north 
into the heart of the continent, and on their way to the consumers 
of the Dominion, at a lowered transit. cost.

Indian corn, has made tremendous headway the Cereal 
in popular favor since Clark Carr of Illinois 

was despatched to Paris for the purpose of World : 
establishing an Indian corn kitchen in the | 
international exposition of 1900. At. that 

time, as for’some years previously, the United States was raising 
more corn than it could consume itself or find a profitable market 
for abroad. Commissioner Carr undertook to show the world the 
many ways in which corn could be used as a food, and he succeeded 
in bringing it into much wider use. In the meantime, however, it 
began to enter more largely into use in the United States, and now, 
although the acreage sown annually has been greatly increased, and 
although agricultural education has brought about a larger yield to 
the acre, we have the authority of Charles M. Daugherty of the 
United States bureau of statistics for the statement that the product 
of the 105,000,000 acres of corn in the United States annually is 
almost wholly consumed at home. 

Mexico, when at peace, plants 13,000,000 acres, Argentina 
0,000,000, Canada and Chile combined about 1,000,000, the rest 
of the world about 41,000,000, so that the total acreage of Indian 
corn planted annually throughout the earth approximates 170,000,- 
(00. The increase of the area planted in the United States since 
1879 has exceeded 25,000,000 acres. Strange to say, while the 
United States was exporting at the rate of 189,000,000 bushels of 
corn annually, eleven years before Commissioner Carr opened up 
the corn kitchen in Paris, the exports have been steadily declining 
ever since until in 1918, they had fallen to 45,000,000 bushels. 
More than this, not only have the exportations fallen off tremen- 
dously because of increased consumption at home, but the United 
States imported 5,000,000 bushels of Indian corn from Argentina 
in 1913. Last year the total Indian corn crop of the United States 
measured 2,445,000,000 bushels, as against 3,125,000,000 in 1912. 
This falling off, however, did not affect the world standing of the 
crop; it ranks second among the grains. In this connection it is 
interesting to note that another theory largely upset in recent years 
is that which fixed narrow limitations for the Indian corn-growing 
area of the earth. In the United States and elsewhere we find 
that this area is eonstantly expanding.

THE enduring qualities of the ancient high- 
ways are a tribute to the engineering skill 
and craftsmanship of the builders. It can- 
not be said of them, as it is already being 
said of the road system on which the Empire 
state has expended borrowed millions during Road 
the past decade, that before the roads are 

paid for they will be outworn. Awake to Making 
the deplorable conditions, Governor Glynn ; 

is now calling for construction of a much a4 

more durable form of rural road than hitherto has'been built. In 
short, he prefers the higher initial cost of a brick og concrete radial 
highway through rural regions, if thereby the stale can secure a 
roadbed able to stand the traffic of such motors as fow go over the 
through routes, and not demanding that constant pair entailed by 
macadam. 

As to the longer life of the brick roadway, suftably laid, there 
is no doubt; and when reports on the increasing jmi 
crete roads are in, they are likely to point the €&me way. The
